Traits Still 
A Menace 


New York, November 12. 

Dr. Robert Kempner, Ger- 
man-born lawyer, said here Jast 
night that the traits in Ger- 
many which led to ,the last! 
war are present today. 

Dr. Kempner, who prosecuted 
Nazi diplomats and Cabinet 
ministers in Nuremberg, -..was! 
driven out of Germany by Hitler} 
in the 1930's and became a na- 
turalised American. 

Dr. Kempner told the Biennial 
National Convention of the! 
American Jewish Congress that} 
the same-traits had led once be- 
fore to war through unwise} 
statesmanship, which rebduilt an 
aggressive militaristic Germany. 

He appealed to the American‘ 
people to-see that any further aid |

Nearly every County Educa- 
tional Authority uses some form 
of intelligence test to decide to 
what type of secondary school 
children are best suited. Children, 
aged 10 to 11, are given a group 
test and their intelligence is then 
recorded for posterity. 

Since 1945 the LC.C. has used 
a test of general intelligence, and 
an English and an arithmetic test 
ta decide the secondary school 
issue. In addition, head and class 
teachers in the elementary school 
must record an assessment _ of 
ability and attainment, 

A panel of teachers then grades 
all the children. Only five per 
cent reach the highest grade. ~ 

“Difficult” children are given 
individual tests. So are “repre- 
sentative groups” of both chil- 
dren and adults. Under the most 
frequently used test, “mental 
age” can range from “two years” 
to “superior adult, class ITI.”

Of 
this number 1,215 (those born 
on the first day of the even mon- 
ths of 1936) were given further 
individual tests, 

So anxious were the psycholo-

Tt is intended that all children 
individually tested shall be “tol- 
lowed through” for the rest of 
their lives.
